Theatrical Fracas.—OnW edvesday, James Mackintosh, a carpenter 
at the Queen’s Theatre, was brought before the presiding Magistrates, 
at Marlborough Street, charged with a violent assault on Mr Dix, the 
father of Miss Dix, a very promising vocalist of that establishmént. 
The plaintiff stated that he accompanied his daughter to the Theatre - 
on the previous night, and whilst standing at the wing, the defendant 
ordered him in the most insolent manner to move away, or he would 
put him ont of the Theatre, on his enquiring why he was thus menaced, 
the fellow took him round the waist, and forced him into the street. 
The defendant replied that he was obstrueted in his duty by Mr Dix, 
whom he did not know, that he acted in the most gentle manner in re- 
moving the obstruction, and that Mr Dix had previously called him 
scoundrel. The Magistrates thought, that though Mr Dix ought to 
guard his child, he had no right to place himself at the wings so as 
to prevent the servants of the Theatre from doing their daty, and 
as it did not appear that the carpenter knew Mr Dix, they recom- 
mended the defendant to make an apology, (which by the way he did 
not do,) and dismissed the complaint.—We take this opportunity of 
mentioning, that we have heard repeated remarks made, on the osten- 
tatious manner, in which the stage-manager of one of the Winter 
Theatres exhibits himself at the wings, often to the great annoyance 
of the actors as well as the audience. , bet ne
